Jane Is the daughter of Chief Nache. the 
last hereditary chief of the Apache In- 
dians.

The Princess Jane's 
forefathers for 


many generations have been the kinj,*s 
of the Apaches, so 
that, although h-;r 


name docs not appear in the Almanarh 
d» Gotha, among the list of all the oth-ir 
kings and queens, and carls, and barons, 
and princes and princesses, still is she of 
royal blood. As for the Princess Etht-1. 
who will deny that tho daughter of a 
powerful ruler of a great people, most of 
whom a.r'i very des'rabl* citizens, Is eu- 
tltled to be called a princess?

the tomahawk. In place of medals the 
Apache generals and diplomats used to 


[ wear the top hair which they had care- 
fully removed from the noodles oC those 
with whom they had become displeased. 


But no tomahawks or scalp locks ap- 


peared at the reception In honor of Prin- 
cess Jane. 
The Apaches havo long ago 


burled their tomahawks and 
sold the 


scaip locks as souvenirs to tourists. But, 
while the Indians are now civilized, still 
there la some Apache blood left yet, and 
the affair differed widely from the one 
that will take place at the coronation of 
the Princess Ethel.

nimo, the bloodthirsty leader of the tribe

their fill—and in spite of civilization It 
still takes considerable to fill Lo, the poor 
Indian—and enjoy all the more the smok- 


ing of cut plug in the pipe of peace. 


Steers on the hoof are very, very much 


bigger than quails and canvasback duck 
and humming birds' tongues 
that will 


grace the table at the coming out of the 
Princess Ethel, but they do not. cost as 
much. 
Then, too, there was no cham- 


pagne or hock or sauterne or cremo de 
menthe at the coronation of the Princess 
Jane, as there will be at the festivities 
attending 
the 
debut 
of the 
Princess 


Ethel, for the government does not per- 
mit grog !n any form whatsoever, except 
as stomach bitters or cough cures, to be 
sold to the red man. 


Neither did the guests at the Prlnoesa 


Jane's party arrive In automobiles and 
splendid carriages, so that Item did not 
concern the Apaches. The Apache* squaws 
wore more clothes than will the ladles of 
the court at Washington, but they were 
of calico, which does not cost aa much 
as eilk and spangles. 


It Is hard to estimate how much the

The Princess Jane Is last of a long Una 


of Apache kings who used to harrow the 
border, and do yet for that matter, al- 
though now tiiey hitch a team to It and 
drag it around the corn fields. 
She is a 


pretty girl, not only from an Apache's, 
but a white man's viewpoint as well. Sho 
was educated at government schools and 
though she wore a buckskin suit Instead 
of pearl gray satin, that was more In 
honor of her Indian ancestry than any- 
thing else. 


If the Princess Jane had appeared at 


her coming' out In a low cut satin gown 
with fire feet of train and her hair mar- 
cel ed, old 
Geronimo, 
Raln-ln-the-Face 


and Keon - Knifa - Who-Says-Ha-Ha-to-

The Princess Ethel, whose debut takes 


place next winter, is the second daugh- 
ter of President Roosevelt. 


She IB still a child, a schoolgirl, and In 


the -ordinary course of events it would 


a year, perhaps two years more, be- 


fore she would be allowed to take a place 
n tlie charmed circle of polite Washing- 
ton life. 


But it Is the desire of Mrs. Roosevelt 


to give Ethel the same prestige that went 
to Miss Alice, that of "coming out" to 
society within the walls of the historic 
executive mansion. 


TO MAKE DEBUT EARLY. 


It had been originally planned to defer 


this debut till next year, tho last winter 
that Mr. Roosevelt will pass In tho White 
House, unless he should recant Ills fre- 
quently expressed determination not to 
stand for a third term. 


In this case it is thought that the re- 


tiring president might to some extent be 
overshadowed in tho closing days of his 
regime by the attention given his suc- 
cessor-elect. 


Therefore it has been 
decided to let 


Miss Roosevelt make her bow to public 
life while her distinguished father is at 
the top crest of his power and popular- 
ity. 


The date selected for the debut of the 


new daughter of the White House is said 
to be early In January. She will remain 
in school till the midwinter examinations, 
and then after 
leaving school for 
the 


Christmas vacation, will stay in Wash- 
ington for the remainder of the season to 
follow to a considerable extent the ex- 
periences of her sister Alice, now Mrs. 
Congressman Longworth. 


Just how swiftly time files is shown in 


the approaching debut of. tills charming 
young girl. 
When her father came to 


Washington in 1900, as Vice-President of 
the United States, Miss Ethel was only 
10 years old, and it seemed a far cry to 
the time when sho would be donning long 
skirts and train and occupying a wom- 
an's placo in tho social life of the na- 
tion's capital. 


Pictures taken at that time, especially 


family groups, showed her as a slip of a 
girl, with a decided resemblance to her 
motlKr, and a thoroughly childish, unlm- 
pressiva face. 


Ethel Is the only daughter of tho Presi- 


dent by his second wife. 
Miss Alice, it 


will be recalled, was the only ohild of 
the president by his first wife, Miss Lee, 
who lived only a few years after the 
marriage. 


The second- Mrs, Roosevelt 
mado no 


distinctions between this ono child of a 
previous marriage and her own brood. 
All were treated alike and tho affection 
botween 
the 
President's wife and his 


oldest child was genuine and sincere. 


Mrs. Roosevelt Is born to society. Her 


birth and training have united to make 
her love the brilliant life of Washing- 
ton, where the statesmanship and culture 
of the nation are blended with what Is 
best from foreign lands. 


In bringing out Miss Alice Koosevelt, 


she had a genuine pleasure, and Bho rev- 
eled In all the experiences of the daugh- 


ter r-.i'n»i«ating in the remarkable wed- 
ding that made her for a time tho most 
talked C'f young woman in the land. 


It Is only 'natural that she should wish 


to secure some of tho same triumphs for 
her own daughter, hence the hurryta* 
along of the time for her debvrt.

the best education possible he sent her to 
a women's college In the Imperial Russian 
city. 


In St Petersburg Miss Nastja beca ne 


deeply interested In the Idea of Ru«o in 
freedom ind frankly opposed her fathers 
loyalty 'J the g-overnment 
The fat) er 


became ifrald of the revolutionary spirit 
of the cniy child and sent her awaj to 


Germany to finish her education there. 
But after two years the daughter came 
home infected with the most revolution- 
ary Ideas. 


BECAME A REVOLUTIONIST. 


Miss Nastja went to live quietly on the 


estates of her father, but gradually be- 
come connected with those in her neigh- 
borhood who were openly or secretly sup- 
porting 
the 
revolutionary movement, 


which the father was fighting to suppress. 


Princess Nastja Mlrza speaks German 


fluently, as well as Russian and Persian. 
Her story as she told It, translated from 
the German, Is this: 


"I was a member of a Socialistic fight- 


Ing organization In the Caucasus and sup- 
ported it with money and by spreading 
abroad its proclamations as much as I 
could. 
T even opened in the cellar of 


our house a secret printing office where at 
night we printed our 'underground' pam- 
phlets and other literature. 
For four 


months I was thus active withont my 
father knowing it. 
Accidentally he dis- 


covered all our secrets and our revolu- 
tionary prlnt.ns office. 
He learned who 


wera m> accomplices and got hold of our 
correspondence 
That made him furious. 


"I remember very clearly the scene 


when my angry father entered my room 


and, striking me twice with a stick, cried: 
Tomorrow I will see the governor-gen- 
eral and tell him eveiythlng, and ask 
him to arrest all of you, mercilessly, and 
punish you as you ought to be punished, 
most severely.' 


"I was not afraid for mi own life, but 


it alarmed me to think that through me 
twenty others would be arrested and 
probably executed, for field court martial 
law was in force in the Caucasus. 


"It was a wonderfully quiet evening, 


and the last beams of the setting sun en- 
lightened the writing room of my father 
when I stepped In and fell before him on 
my knees, asking pardon for my com- 
panions, and offering to surrender myself 
Into the hands of the Cossacks. 
Father 


did not look at me, but, turning away his 
head replied 
'You are no more my child, 


and I will carry out my decision without 
hesitation 
Go out from my room!' 


"In the evening father ordered a ser- 


vant to arrest me and put me in the cel- 
lar. 
But the sen-ant loved me and did 


not close the door-a* he had been ordered. 


i "The whole night I was thinking and 
making plans how to save the lives of my 
companions, who would die In case they 
should be arrested. 
There was only one 


way to sa-ie them, and that was to kill 
my father and to destroy all the letter*. 


But what a terrible task—to kill my own 
•ather! 
I could not think of such 


hlng. 
But again came the thought that 


my comrades, those men and women who 
ived merely for the idea of freedom, 
ihould be killed through me. 


DECIDES TO KILL HER FATHER. 


"It was In every manner a terrible 


temptation 
for me 
I 
thought 
and 


thought, and after many hours of horrible 
mental struggle I came to the conclusion 
to kill my father rather than let my Ideal- 
minded comrades die. 
Still I hesitated 


and thought I might escape and Inform 
them how to escape also 
But soon I 


realized that I could help only two or 
three, the others would surely die. 
I de- 


claed to kill my father immediately. 


"I was half mad, and I went with a lit- 


tle candle in my hand to the Bleeping 
room of my father. 
I did not then think 


any more. 
I acted automatically 
I 


took the revolver from the table and fired 
twice at his head. 
He was instantly 


killed. 


"I took all the letters which my father 


had confiscated from me and all the print- 
ed matter that gave a clue to the work 
my comrades wore doing for freedom and 
burned them In the stove. 


"Now I felt that I had saved the lives 


of more than ten of my friends 
I oM 


not regret my act much In spite of the 
fact that he was my father 


"As there was not much time to lose I 


nastily gathered together some money and 
Jewels that belonged to me, closed and 
locked the doors, saddled one of onr best 
horses and so left the home where I was 
born. 


"At first I could not think where I 


ought to go. 
But soon I remembered my 


former fuendshlp with Prince Mlrza, a

supportable and strange. 
The harem 


women among themselves talk and dls- 
:uss only the love of their husband, and 
there Is rivalry one with another. 
Ev- 


ery woman has at least two rooms and 
one servant maid, but the dining room 
and reception room are common to all 
the women 
The meals are prepared for 


each one as she likes and they are very 
delicious 


LEAVING THE PRINCE'S HAREM.

at the game. It Is to be assumed that 
the same good luolc or good manage- 
ment which has kept them face-whole 
In the past will exert Its Influence to- 
morrow. 


To be thoroughly franlc about It, I 


don't consider that either Gan« or 
Brltt Is built .for Inordinately rough 
weather. In the matter of assimila- 
tion neither of thorn Is a Battling Nel- 
son by any mean*.

'MEN WELL MATCHED. 


Among the non-betting element it 


1* felt that tho men are well matched. 
There Is no attempt to argue that the 
Brltt of today classes with the Gans 
of "several years ago, but it is felt that 
time, the great leveler and handlcap- 
per, haa anally brought Joe and Jim- 
my together. 
Qan«, to use bis own worts, has 
been fighting half a lifetime. He be- 
gan when he was 11 and he IB now 34. 
Brltt 1* seven or eight years the Junior 
of' the man he Is to face, and Brttt haa 
given ample evidence that he is till in 
his prime as a ring athlete. 
It i* claimed, "and with some show 


of Justification, that it is a built-up 
Brltt that Gans will have to deal with; 
a Jimmy who has a stronger frama

Gnns thinks the years have dealt 


kindly with him. Ho is a thorough

ment that my vitality is not quite 
what it was," said Joe, "don't you 
think I've gained In experience and 
confidence in such a way as to bal- 
ance the shortage?

tion of bcins the first player to don a 
baseball ma ilc. 
Dr. Harry Thatcher of 


Uext»r. Me., at that time a resident of 
Bansror, Is the man, and the mask was 
Invented 'by a Boston man and a captain 
of the Harvard baseball nine. 


Jt was way back In the '70s that the 


baseball ma.<lc was first Invented. 
The 


national gaine was a crude affair com- 
pared with what It is now, but the prin- 
ciples of th^ game were about the same 
and the players of those early day* real- 
ivod the troubles of the man behind the 
bat. 
At tiiat time catcher's and first 


baseman's rnltts were unheard-of things, 
and tiiose flayers caught the ball bare- 
handed. 
It was a few years prior to 1878 that 


Fred O. Thn-yer of Boston, at one time a 
player on tlie Harvard nine, realized the 
necessity of a covering for the face of the 
catcher In a baseball game. 
He set 


about to seo what he cotild do In that 
way. 
and ttv; result was a baseball mask. 


It had Its beginning then. 


When Mr. Thayer had a mask which he

Harry Thatcher was "the man be-

wearing it. is they sa,ld It was "babyish" 
and cowardly tb wear a protection to the 
fare. 
So the doctor was not seen often 


after that wearing Mr. Thayer's inven- 
tion. hul Instead used a rubber mouth- 
piece to protect himself from foul tips 
ami the inshoots of the slab artist. 


Shortly after Mr. Thayer got out the 


first sample of his Invention L. Spaldlng 
saw the pr ssibllltles of the Thayer in- 
vention and sought to get control of It. 
Finally the matter came to a head in a 
lawsuit ovtr who had a right to the 
patent. 
F nally, February 12, 1817, Mr.

Alfonso XIII, at San Sebastian, where 
he is supposed to tie resting, Is some- 
what strenuous, and even on his holir 
days the Kins has to think a good 
deal of state affairs. 
\ 


He rarely appears in .the morning 


before 9 o'clock, and as soon as h« 
is up he breakfasts. 
This first meal 


at the palace of Mlramar is usually 
kept strictly to the family, and all 
etiquet is avoided as much as possi- 
ble, only the day's aide-de-camps fand 
a chamberlain, or perhaps some in- 
timate friend, being present. 
While 
breakfasting—and the Kins has an 
excellent appetite—the day's plans are 
made, he listens to the news, and 
perhaps hears a report read from the 
ministers. 
At 10 o'clock the King goes out 
either on foot or horseback or in a 
carriage or in a boat.' Sometimes the 
Queen accompanies him, sometimes 
not. Very often he likes to stroll into 
the town, like an ordinary citizen. He 
is also'fond ot golf and tennis*. 
The King is always guarded. bu8 his 
protectors 
never 
approa'ch near to 


him; they keep at a considerable dis- 
tance. 
Even then he finds this semi- 


protection irksome, although it must 
be said that the ,snfety is more de- 
pendent on his good star than on the 
vigilance of his servitors. 
• At 11 o'clock Alfonso returns to the 
palace and gives audience to ambas- 
sadors, ministers, committees of the 
senate or chamber. This la.sts until 1 
o'clock, when the Queen and Dowager 
Queen join him and Junch takes place. 
This Is the important meal of the day. 
The dining room at Mlramar is not 
Vjery large, and there is only room at 
the table for twentyrfour covers. The 
King's luncheon table is usually at- 
tended by eighteen 
to 
twenty-four 
members of the family and suite. The 
menu is simple and substantial and 


French cuisine Is usually preferred. 


TWO QUEENS AT TABLE. 


O'n the King's right 
usually sits 


Queen Maria Christina, while Queen 
Victoria sits opposite to him. The con- 
versation, .which 
is 
general and aa 


familiar as possible, is In Castillan, 
ivtilch Queen Victoria now speaks very 
well, although at the time of her en- 
gagement she knew not a word of it, 
and their first conversations were In 
French. 
Still, when they, are alone 


the young sovereigns prefer French, 
although the'KIng speaks English ex- 
cellently. 
Alfonso is fohd of talking 


at table. He drinks moderately and is

After luncheon there Is usually a 
game of billiards, in which the Kinp 
Is fairly adept.

Majesty goes for an auto ride to the 
great despair of the police, who are 
told o-ff to protect him, for he invar- 
iably outpaces them.

secure engagements.

Frohman often attends, and if he 
sees any tjrfe who gives promise 
he engagesr them, but engage- 
ments aren't guaranteed."

They ar-i a -wise people and in no pres-snt 
need of the Philippines. Later, when they 
are well prepared, the question may as- 
sume Important dimensions. Nobody can 
safely predict events. I, as one who has 
watched the history of the nations for the 
last fifty years, would be the last to do so. 
"It appoars though, In the future the 
Philippines may belong to Japan. Little 
by little they will drop into Japanese pos- 
session, either by purchase or otherwise. 
The cost to America of the Philippines 
must always be enormous without any 
commensurate results. I read in 
some 


American papers that the United States 
of America needs the Philippines from a 
strategic point of view, but I fail to see 
it. Believe me, Japan will never be able 
to enter your golden p?ate. I hold Pan 
Francisco to be the strongest and best 
defended seaport in the world. 


"As for Spain, she is much better off 


•without the Philippines. Giving them up 
was like pulling a bad tooth. It was vory 
painful, but better In every way for the 
patient. 
Spain's finances are no longer 


strained, and the lives of thousands of my 
countrymen are spared. The Philippines 
were a white elephant to Spain and Tv-lll 
always remain one to the L'nlted States."

And just then Captain Kelley, of Chemical Engine 8, led his 


men into the burning building. -They fought their way inch by 


inch, and they came at last to the unconscious form of Wilkins. 
Fireman Fred Klatzel took firm hold of the helpless man and 
dragged him out into the open air, and he was. soon revived. 


Beyond Wilkins and Mulvaney there were only three other 


persons in the building when it began to burn. They were a Japa- 
nese, his wife and their child. These three were working in the 
laundry below stairs, and they escaped at the first cry of fire. 
Firemen Driven From Burning Hotel 


A moment after the daring re scue of Wilkina, all of the firemen 


were driven from the hotel by the flames, which how enveloped the 
whole structure. There was not the least chance of saving the hotel 
from total destruction. In an effort to save the stable and the 
great Sutro baths, the firemen ran their engines and their hose 
down into the very face of the fire and stood to their task in the 
blistering heat. The north wind favored there, and they saved not 
only the baths, but also the stables, which caught fire a score of 
times. 


Historic Sutro Heights and all the other buildings oh the bluffs 


back of the Cliff House were, for more than an hour, in grave danger 
of destruction. The burning brands carried on the wind from the 
Cliff House fire strewed the whole steep slope of the heights, and 
the dry grass, the fences and the roofs of many houses, including 
the residence of James M. Wilkins, were several times in flames. 
Detachments of firemen were hurried up over the precipitous places 
and in every instance they succeeded in extinguishing the blaze. 


Wonderful Sight Witnessed by Few 


The burning of the Cliff House was a wonderful sight, viewed 


from whatever point. Whether one looked in from the sea, or up 
from the beach, or down from the heights, the scene was at every 
moment wild and spectacular. Hanging there over'the edge of 
the cliff, big and white and alone, with the booming surf spraying 
its seaward wall, the flame-wrapped building seemed to be a thing 
apart from the earth—a something sent from the unknown to hold 
the human mind in awe and wonderment for a little while. 


It is a long way out to the Cliff House from the heart of the 


city—a full five miles. For this reason and for the reason that it 
was some time before the burning of the big hotel was generally 
noised about town, there were but few persons—not more than 
two or three hundred—who witnessed the last red hour of one of 
the world's finest resorts. 


At the time of the fire the Cliff House was unoccupied. It was 


being refitted and remodeled by the Cliff House Company, a cor- 
poration that had leased the property for a term of years. The 
work mapped out by the new lessees had progressed so far that 
they expected to re-open the hotel within the' next thirty days. It 
was their intention to make the Cliff House a much finer and more 
pretentious place than it was before. The corporation had al- 
ready spent much money on the place, and their investment is a 
dead loss, excepting so much of it as was covered by insurance. 


Tail Places Loss At $50,000 


John Tait, of Tail's Cafe, who was the active head of the 


leasing corporation, stated tonight that 
the loss of his concern 


would be about $50,000. He said that $35,000 of that amount was 
secured by insurance. , 


The loss of the Cliff House building falls upon the Sutro estate, 


the heirs of Adolph Sutro being its owners. The original cost of 
the second or new Cliff House, said James M. Wilkins tonight, was 
about $60,000. The new Cliff House was first opened to the public 
on January 14, 1896, and had been running almost continuously 
ever since that time.

Lusitanla sailed this evening on a 3000- 
mile race against time across tha Atlan- 
tic, and there is no one in England to- 
night but Is convinced that by next Fri- 
day the greatest turbine steamer

constructed will have won back for the 
Cunard Line the laurels wrested from 
them ten years ago by the North German 
Lloyd. 


Probably never before has so much In- 


terest been displayed In the maiden voy- 
age of a vessel. This can be attributed 
partly to 
the intense rivalry between 


England 
and Germany 
In the trans- 


Atlantic passetiger traffic and partly to 
national pride In ownership. 


The Imsitania was over one hour late 


in starting and It -was 9.OS o'clock this 
evening when tha huge vessel swung out 
clear of the landing stage and started to 
chass her smaller sister, the Lueania, one 
time holder of the record, that with four 
hours' start already was far down the 
Irish channel. 


The Lusltanla will be allowed to go 


easily as far aa Queenstown, but from 
there It is expscted sha will be driven at 
her full speed of 25% knots an hour.

boom. 
Crops have been large. Wheat 
exports run in some recent years close 
to ours. 
New land has been brought 
into cultivation. Cities have expanded. 
Public credits are not involved, as in 
1890, and no great banking institutions 
are Involved, but there has been just 
such a collapse as new western boom- 
town regions 
have so often 
known.—

Surplus Wealth in Alameda County. 


Th« reports of the banks at the close of business show that Ala- 


•icda county-has approximately $60,000,000 of surplus cash at "its 
disposal which is represented in the deposits and paid up capital, all 
oi which is actively employed, one way or another, in money- 
fnaking. Only a little over a third of this has been loaned on real 
estate and nearly all of the remainder is earning interest on gilt edged' 
securities a:id adding to -the wealth of the people. The banks, them- 
•ehres, own property besides in the form of bank premises, real estate 
and other assets approximating $2,000,000 and reserves and cash on 
nand amour-ting to about $4,600,000,. which is a margin big enough 
to be considered far-and-away inside the line of safety. 


Approximately $34,000,000 of this surplus county wealth is rep- 


resented in the commercial, savings and national hanks of Oakland, 
the remainder is located chiefly in Berkeley and Alameda. But the 
tanks in other localities in th6 interior of the county are doing a safe 
mad lucrath e business, and while their populations are small, com- 
paratively speaking, the deposits show that they are in affluent 
^[rcumstances. 


There are no banks in the State whose affairs are being admin- 


istered with less risk or more sagacity than the moneyed institutions 
«f Alameda county. That is a record which cannot be challenged. 
CFheir resources are constantly growing, as is conclusively demon- 
strated by tie regular dividends which are paid by the savings banks 
and the increasing deposits whkh they and the commercial and 
national barks are receiving. Their growth during the past eighteen 
months, in this respect, has been marvelous and unprecedented in the 
banking history of the city. It has been due, of course, to the great 
increase in population which has taken place during that time and 
.which continues unabated with no signs in view of any change except 
fcr the better. 


The record of the banking Institutions of the county constitutes 


•n unfailing- index of its prosperity, which is today second to no other 
Bounty in the State.

Big' Electric Power Plant. 


Whether the Great Western Power Company^-whidi has ac- 


quired a seven-acre water fror,t site at the east side of the junction 
of the north arm with the main trunk of the estuary for a 60,000 
horse-power electric generating plant is associated with the Western 
Pacific Railroad Company or not, it is evidently a concern which 
proposes to contribute much to the industrial prosperity of Oak- 
land in particular and to the northern and central parts of the State 
in general. Because some of the organizers of the Great Western 
Power Company are associated, either directly or indirectly,, with 
the directorate of the Western Pacific Railroad Company, the in- 
ference has been d<ra\vn that it is an auxiliary of that corporation, 
and that the electric power which the plants to be erected on the 
Feather river w ill generate will be employed largely in the operation 
of a network of trolley lines which will serve 
Western Pacific's mam trunk line, 
course of construction.

Lipton's Challenges for America Cup. 


The NVv York Yacht Club anticipates another challenge for the 


America cup from Sir Thomas Lipton with a fourth Shamrock. He 
has tried th -ice for it in vain with Shamrock I, Shamrock II, and 
ShamrockuIII. The new boat will be named Shamrock IV. 


For sevJral years past, th*je has. been no challenge for the cup 


lodged with the New York Yacht dub—the custodian of the trophv 
won by the America in 1851—and the public have apparently lost all 
interest in it. There has, in fact, been less interest manifested) in it 
than after the attempt made by the Earl of ljunraven to recover it 
with Valkyrs III, when he was undoubtedly defrauded by the con- 
duct of the Defendar, and lost all sympathy in the third race by doing 
the unsportsmanship thing of refusing to sail over the course after 
the start. 


Lipton's efforts to recover the cup have been handicapped by 


the taint of advertisingliis business v\hich has been associated with 
them. The tamt of advertising is repugnant to amateur sport, and 
the international cup races are assurred to be entirely free from pro- 
fessionalism. But the business of. the incorporated firm of which 
iLipton is-the head thrived! immenseK tinder the stimulus of the con- 
test* for the cup in which .his three Shamrocks participated. The 
first and second races, in which his yachts were contestants, were 
only suspected of being advertising media. The real truth \vas not 
made known until the annual meeting following the second compe- 
tition and the entry for Shamrock III had been made, when, at the 
annua_l meeting of the stockholders 01 the Lipton company, an indis- 
creet stockholder protested against the cost of these vessels being 
charged to the company. He based Hs objection on the ground that 
Upton was -jetting all the credit and the company was "paying the 
piper." Lip*x3n justified what had been done on the ground that the 
advertisement had amply rewarded the corporation through the 
new American business which it had brought in. The confession 
•was 3,-sijeck to the sportsmen of both countries at the time, and few, 
j^any, had a ay special sympathy with Lipton, as a sportsman, when 
he lost the cap contest the third time. If the coveted cup had been 
•won by him then, it would ha\e been displayed, probably, as a stand- 
ing advertisement of the virtue of the commodities of which his cor- 
poration mates a specialty. 
' 


Evident!y Lipton assumes that enough time has elapsed since the 


defeat of Shamrock III for the sporting public to have forgotten all 
about the business scandal associated with his past appearance" in 
international yachting, hence the proposition to eater for the Amer- 
ica cup for tr e fourth time. Perhaps he is justified in thinking as he 
•does, for the New York Yacht Club is taking the prospect of his 
fourth challenge seriously. 


As the primary step in the development of its projects, the 


I Great Western aMong time since acquired possession of the Big 
Bend tunnel, the Feather river mining enterprise which wrecked the 
fortune of Dr. Pierce of patent medicine fame. Dr. Pierce opened 
the tunnel in order to dnert the flow of the Feather river from its 
natural bed around the big bend made by the stream north of 
Oroville in order to reach tHe auriferous gravel lying in the river 
channel >which the argonauts had been unable to work. After the 
tunnel was finished several miles of the river bed1 was laid bare. 
But the gold-bearing channel proved to be so completely choked 
between the walls of the gorge down to the bedrock with bowlders 
too large to be moved by machinery and too numerous and costly 
to remove by explosives, that the enterprise had to be abandoned 
as unprofitable. 
Pierce had sunk se\eral million dollars in the 


venture. 


The Public Paying the Penalty. 


The Standard Oil magnates have predicted that the $29,250,000 


fine imposed upon the corporation b/v United States Circuit Judge 
Landis will have to be paid by the consumers of its refined products 
and it is beginning to be fulfilled at this early day, one-half of a cent 
per.gaUon having been tacked on the price of refined kerosene. It is 
only a short while since an advance of one cent was announced in 
the price. Unless some means can be adopted to restrain this system 
of manipulating the oil market, the great monopoly will soon be able 
to declare an increased dividend on its stock out of the proceeds in 
addition to paying the fine -without d-awing a cent out of its treas- 
ury. 
It is transferring' the penalty of its crimes on the suffering 


public. Rockefeller, Rogers and associates are showing the coun- 
try how easy it is to escape a penalty involving nothing more seri- 
ous than the payment of a fine. There js no way of reaching this 
class of law ;iolaters except through criminal prosecution, and im- 
posing upon ihern, when found gtult}, penalties which will restrain 
their personal liberty. The imposition of the heaviest fines is in- 
•gerative against such i 


The tunnel subsequently dei eloped as a valuable asset for the 


production of electric power, having a fall of several hundred feet 
at the point of discharge 
where the stream

natural bed. The stream at this point has a capacity for producing 
50,000 horse-pcmer of electric energy. 
Since acquiring ownership 


of the tunnel the Great Western has enlarged it and is now erecting 
generating works equal in capacity to that of the available water 
power. This plant will be in operation, in October. The East 
Oakland plant will be ready for business next May, and will be 
utilized as an auxiliary to the Big Bend and other plants which 
the company his planned on the Feather river in order to produce 
ultimately a total of at least 500,000 horse-power. Its promoters 
are sanguine that\there will be use for every horse^power as soon 
as it is produced. The industrial value^of the development of such 
an immense amount of transmissible energy is inestimable, but the 
location of the auxiliary plant here proves conclusively that Oak- 
land will be a large gainer. It is rumored that the Western Pacific 
Railroad will operate all of its trains in their passage through this 
city with electric locomotives.

dition or Infected with tuberculosis or 
other contagions diseases, vhen part of 
the cream has been withdrawn

foreign substance whatsoever introduced 
Milk from which the cream has been 
taken may be sold only under the name 
of "skimmed milk"

found by the health officer or Inspectors 
may be seized and destroyed

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Richard Mansfield's 


Work on the Stage 


Discussed

There Will Be a Big 
Fight Over District 


Afforneyship 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept 7.-Sinee the death of Actor 


Richard Mansfield the newspapers throughout the country have 
been overloaded with eulogies and commendations of the 
"Greatest of AmericanTragedians.'' So far as Mansfield1 is con- 
cerned these post mortem boosts -without the aid of a paid press 
agent would have been appreciated a great deal more before 
than after taking the long journey. 
But so paradoxical is the 


game of life that It is frequently necessary to leave it to be well 
spoken of. 


For years the newspapers have daily printed paragraphs 


belittling Mansfield and his unbounded ambitions. 
.Only a 


few months ago he was pilloried as a woman beater in conse- 
quence of charges of brutal treatment preferred against him by 
his leading lady, Katheryn Grey. 
On several former occasions 


he was humiliated by like accusations. 
His snobbishness was 


also a favorite theme for the pen men and Ms efforts to produce 
Shakespeare were candy to the satirists, especially those with a 
bug to become dramatic critics. 


But now that Mansfield's dead like Caesar, no word or meed 


of praise is too good for him. 
To read his ready-made obituary 


one would think he was a human without a blemish and that 
those who knew him loved him for the mere sake, of knowing him 
and that his every effort in life was to produce happiness and 
make the world better. 


But such was not the case. When Richard Mansfield arose 


in the morning he figured how much trouble he could generate 
for his associates during the day. 
If the sun shone brightly 


he objected, saying the light interfered with his vision. 
If the 


day opened gloomy he kicked on the ground that the gray at- 
mosphere made him blue. 
In the winter he wanted summer 


weather and during the warm seasons he longed for the snow. 


Now I know 1 am leaving myself open to criticism by tell- 


ing the truth about a dead man, but nevertheless the truth will 
prevail. 
When the late Collis P. Huntington died the Exam- 


iner published a warm editorial attacking him just as bitterly as 
it had ever assailed Mm when he was on this side. 
I met E. 


Black Ryan on the San Mateo train that morning and he was 
intensely agitated because of the attack on the dead Huntington. 
But a sane outsider remarked to Ryan that had the Examiner 
slobbered over the dead man it would have left itself open to the 
charge that its attacks on him during his lifetime were without 
foundation and unjust. 


Death is a great healer of wounds and in a measure 


erases many things; but the mere fact of ceasing to breath does 
not wipe out all our stains. 
A dead man can do no wrong, but 


the evil that live men do lives after them. 


So I deem it my duty to treat Mansfield just as though he 


were still a living, breathing human being. 
The doubtful ori- 


gin of the actor was a source of continual worry and humilia- 
tion to him. 
His late mother was a music teacher of marked 


ability. 
It was she who cultivated his voice and years ago 


when he decided to go into tragedy it was from her h$ learned 
the method by which he changed his voice from its natural light 
tenor quality to a big, round bass. 


A prominent Boston merchant by whom he was afterwards 


employed was listed as his father. 
He began life as a painter 


without much success. 
Then he went into the mercantile bus- 


iness in Boston under the tutelage of his reputed parent. Hav- 
ing a natural distaste for that line of work he tried his hand at 
the newspaper game and later adopted the stage as a means of 
livelihood. 


The story of bis-remarkable rise to fame over night has been 


told and retold. 
His effort to star England later by producing 


Richard III in opposition to Irving was a failure financially, 
but his rendition of the hunchback king was really the best bit 
of trag^ty he ever gave. 
He failed many times, yet his death 


found him practically a millionaire. 


It was Mansfield's delight to be known as a tragedian.- As 


a matter of fact he, like the late Henry Irving, was a character 
comedian. 
When Irving passed away in these same columns 


I wrote of his true place in the drama as an actor, not as a pro- 
ducing manager. I got many letters criticising niy attitude. 
But of late they have been taking the same stand in staid old 
England. 
.To brand Irving as a simple character comedian 


during his lifetime would be worth a critic's job in the old coun- 
trv. 
But now they are guying the serious efforts of Sir Henry 


over the pond and in one of the most conservative of the high 
class English periodicals it was stated only a couple of months 
ago that Irving frequently owed his success to the dinners he 
gave the critics after the opening performances. 


Now Mansfield was a good deal after the style of Irving. 


In forming companies the only difference between the^American 
and the Englishman was that the latter was willing to pay good 
salaries, employ first class people and try to give a really class 
A show. 
Mansfield, on the other hand, would not have a good 


actor in his company. 
Two years ago he produced "Julius 


Caesar" in New York. 
He had to hire a first class man for 


Cassiua. So he managed to get the late Joseph Howarth to play 


the part. 
He knew the weakness of the latter and figured he 


would have a timely excuse to fire him in case he got away with 
the show. 


1 After the opening performance Mansfield discovered that 


he was playing second, fiddle to Howarth, who was a really great 
actor. 
So a. few nights later Howarth was found intoxicated 


near the stage entrance to the theater. 
So Mansfield dropped 


biin very promptly, making a public excuse that while he ad- 
mired Howarth's-ability he could not keep him in his company. 


Mansfield's death was due to nervous decay. 
He was so 


eaten up with his vanity that he could not understand why 
people did not*cringe before him when he walked the streets. 
He seldom permitted a member of his company to speak-to him 
off the'stage. 
The mildest criticism of his work threw him into 


paroxysms of fury. 
A unanimous knock of his performance 


in a town resulted in a violent hysteria. 
What he did he be- 


lieved to be perfect and this was not a pose. He was sincere in 
his belief that when God made him he broke the mould of per- 
fection so that the world should know none so great. 


And it was because he could not get everyone else to think 


likewise that he worried himself into a state of nervous collapse, 
which grew into a sort of consumption. 
He dwindled away to 


a shadow and then drifted into eternity. 


To epitomize Mansfield I should say: 
He was a man of great talent who by dint of hard work and 


persistency of purpose overcame great physical and vocal de- 
ficiencies to such an extent that he was enabled to render dra- 
matic portrayals away beyond the power of an ordinary man of 
like natural ability. 


Success made him an ego-maniac, which in turn brought on 


all sorts of nervous complications because of the unresponsive- 
ness of the world. 


Taking him all in all he was the best character comedian 


America has produced and one of the most mediocre tragedians 
that ever attained an international reputation. 


Frank Dickey, proprietor of the famous road house which 


bore his name, who was seifit to the insane asylum at Napa 
shortly after the big fire as a hopeless paretic, is slowly Jmi 
surely regaining his mind. 
With the return of his reason he 


is also recovering from the physical collapse that accompanied 
the overthrow of his mind. 
In six months Da1: Stone, superin- 


tendent of the hospital, declares Dickey will be as well as ever. 


Dickey's case is one of peculiar sadness. He was a man 


of genial disposition and was ever ready to do a good turn for 
a friend. , Never having known the meaning of want he went 
to extremes in satisfying his every whim of appetite. 
In con- 


sequence of these excesses he was neither mentally nor physi- 
cally able to stand the strain following the catastrophe of 
April 18. 


At that time he had' a stock of goods on hand worth over 


$3000. 
A few days after the fire the soldiers visited his place 


and destroyed everything in it including the fixtures. To this 
work of demolition Dickey was a helpless spectator. 
Of a sud- 


den he realized that his source of income was wiped out and he 
grew despondent. 
Time and again he appealed for aid to the 


committees in charge of the relief funds and he, like many 
others, filed his claims for damages with the proper authorities. 
But the ears into which he poured his tales of woe were deaf. 
At the end of a month he found himself without, money, with- 
out a business and without a home. 


The old road house which had been the scene of limitless 


revelry for thirty years was deserted. 
Not a vestige of the 


squandered1 fortunes remained. 
The windows were closed with 


heavy shutters and the doors that had never been closed before 
were secured with iron bars. 
Brooding over the turn of the 


tide affairs had taken brought on paresis. 


• There were all sorts of stories floated the day of his commit- 


ment to the asylum. 
Neighbors told about the riotous life, of 


the excesses of Dickey and his wife and the inevitableness of his 
fate. 
The heart-broken woman was accused of foolish extrav- 


agance and all that goes with that. It was predicted she would 
desert and forget the man who was. 


But she didn't do anything of the kind. She went right 


up to Napa, where she is today earning her living as best she 


' may, draining to the dregs the privations of poverty and want. 


With the money she earns she buys delicacies and nourishment 
for her unfortunate husband, and she is not being rewarded by 
daily witnessing the return of light to his darkened mind. 


I am told she nearly went* wild with delight when she i 


realized that the spark of reason was rekindling. 
Friends 


are arranging to set-up Dickey in business as soon as he is thor- 
oughly cured.

In wonder why some of the political performers on the 


board of regents dont prescribe a bunch of anti-foolish powders 
for Banjo-Eyed Wheeler, the 410,000 prize beauty of the Uni- 
versity of California. 
If the Wheeler person doesn't keep his 


foot out of local politics he will wake up some morning during 
the coming session of the legislature to find somebody stepping 
on the G string of his musical orb, 


Think as I may, I cannot evolve where Wheeler got the gall 


to butt into the postmastership fight in Berkeley. 
In the first 


•place, the battle is a purely personal one aside from its political 
angles, and 'if there is a position in which a college professor or 
college president is a supreme misfit it is when, the position 
hinges on politics. 


The State University above all the institutions in- Califor- 


nia is dependent upon the good will of the perf orming pollies. 
If the legislature does not see fit to grant an appropriation I'd 
like to know where the salaries of the members of the faculty 
and the incidental expenses are coming from. 
Also would I 


like to be informed of the source of the $10,000 yearly wad for 
the Banjo-Eyed. 


Now you and I know the difficulty in getting the- legislature 


to grant large and fat appropriations for the university. 
We 


have all heard the speeches against giving up anything itt the 
way of money and we who have been behind the scenes well know 
that at the last minute the agents of the political machine ha^e 
had to compel the statesmen to help out the big educational insti- 
tution financially. Incidentally I may remark that the presence 
of the Banjo-Eyed at Sacramento as an advocate of the appro- 
priations has always had a tendency to intensify the bitterness 
against the measures. 


Now in butting into the postmaster fight in Berkeley 


Wheeler has grievously offended some of the men -nho have been 
in the past chiefly instrumental in securing the passage of the 
acts giving money to the university.' Twrt o f these leaders have 
declared in my presence within the past week that in future 
they will fight the passage of any and all measures in favor the 
university so long as Wheeler remains as its $10,000 pme 
beauty. 
And lot me remark in passing that these gentlemen 


are not talking through their hats, for I know thev can make 
good. 


If the regents will take a tip from me they will lose Wheeler 


before asking another appropriation from the State legislature. 


San Francisco is now so far rebuilt as to be taking shape in 


the clown town business district. 
Really the progress made is 


wonderful, for the difficulties have been tremendous. 
Labor 


troubles, money scarcity and the graft crusade have all contrib- 
uted to hamper and delay building operations. Perhaps the 
recent riotous demonstrations' on the car lines have hit the town 
harder than any other one thing, owing to the incapacity and 
diffidence shown by the new administration, which was expected 
to preserve order with a firm hand. 


But despite all obstacles San Francisco is making good1 


headway in rebuilding. 
As a rule the new buildings are better 


than the ones destroyed by fire. There are some notable ex- 
ceptions, however. Wherever a Spreckels building is going up 
a shabby, make-shift affair is seen. The old R-ass House is being 
replaced by a cheap structure of soft brick and pine lumber—a 
regular tinder box. 
It presents a shabby contrast to the tall, 


strong, steel, stone and cement buildings in the immediate 
vicinity. 


On the site of the Lick House a squatty three-story brick 


and frame structure is being erected. 
All around it are fine 


buildings, the Union Trust Company building being directly op- 
posite. 
The Lick House property is owned by a syndicate 


headed by Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan. 


The'Emma Spreckels building on Market street would be 


an eye-sore in a town of ten thousand inhabitants. It is being 
constructed of second-hand brick and. pine lumber, and has 
about as much claim to architectural beauty as a worm fence. 
Still, it is no worse than the Russ House and Lick House 
buildings. 
James D. Phelan is putting up a good building on the Mar- 


ket and O'Fan-ell street gore. 
All the cement used in it is 


imported. 
Apparently Mr. Phelan is opposed to patronizing 


home manufacture. 


. I saw my old friend, Jake Epp'inger, strolling along Van 


Ness avenue the other day, looking cheerful and happy in the 
serene consciousness of a well-spent life. 


Apparently he enjoys his meals and is sure that he is-in no 


danger of missing them. 
To Jake the criminal law is farce 


comedy abounding in situations which appeal to the hilarious 
sense and stimulate a good digestion. 
' 
Doubtless you remember the disastrous faflure of the Ep- 


pingers some years ago. A number of banks were swindled, 
and a lot of wheat which Jake had mortgaged up to the handle 
was shipped off and sold regardless of the fact that the ware- 
house receipts were held by banks that had advanced-money on 
them. 


The books of the-firm: were doctored also, and altogether 
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•fi^e failure disclosed a long series of crooked dealing that the law 
holds, theoretically at least, to he felonious. 
But Jake has 


never gone to jail. 
Indeed he promises to die of old age while 


awaiting trial. 
' 
^ 


The other day Judge Lawlor announced that he had cleared 


his calendar so that his whole time might he devoted to trying 
the group of graft cases assigned to him. Eppinger's case is 
on Lawlor'a calendar.

Vice-Pres'dent Fairbanks and do him honor Eugene E. Schmitz 
did not appear. 
An engagement at the county jail detained 


him. 
Neither did the Tice-President call on the ex-Mayor to 


present hi? compliments and condolences. 


It -was different at Washington. 
Although Schmitz was 


then under indictment the Vice-President gave a dinner in his 
honor and, strange to say, Dr. Clinton did not make a fuss 
about it.

Iea31rig 
crimlnologlsts of the 
country, has resigned. 
Meserre, who Is from Wellsboro, Mass.. 
took charge of the workhouse six years 
ago. Coming In the wake of almost gen- 
eral condemnation of the Delaware whlp-

"Jtude of Meserve wfil 
plng-post_ tho attltu_ 
_ _ 
proDably result 
In 
the 
abolition of 
lashing. 
The warden said today: 
"I have made a Very careful and un- 
biased study of the effect of the whip- 
ping post on men of this class, and have 
come to the conclusion that it la all Dad. 
It brings out In a man all that Is re- 
vengeful and hurtful, and he arrays him- 
self against law, order and society." 
Meserve has lashed hundreds of ne- 
groes and white men. He has repeat- 
edly stated that the principle was wrong 
and hSs strongly advocated the repeal 
of the mediaeval law. 
Meserve has always had the unanimous 
support of the workhouse trustees 
In 
his management of the Institution and 
leaves the position with the regrets of 
every member of the board. 
He hag 
obtained an official position with 
the 
Pauley Jail Company, of St. Louis, and 
will superintend 
the 
construction 
of 
prisons In Burlington, Vt., and Wlnne- 
peg, Manitoba. His salary at the Dela- 
ware Institution wus J1200 a year, while 
his wife was paid J600 as matron. 
•The whipping post has been a Dela- 
ware institution more than a century, 
but of late there has developed a wide- 
spread sentiment against It.

The faces of animals, like thoM ol 


human 
beings 
are the" window* 


through which their Innermost emo- 
tions aro revealed. If you should ««t 
out to determine the character of • 
man with whom you were not close- 
ly acquainted, your first step undoubt- 
edly would be r. careful study of hi* 
face. 
In the lines of expression yon 


would find' embedded traces of th« 
man's true nature, and with compar- 
ative ease you tvould be able to de- 
termine, at least to your satisfaction, 
what character of man you were con- 
templating. If he were a vicious man, 
or a determined man, or a pugnacious 
man, or a cunning man, you would 
flnd In the formation of his face the 
Imprint of one or more of these char- 
acteristics.

GERMAN RAILROADS 


Travelers In the Fatherland mis* the 


speed 
to 
which American, trains are 


keyed tip, but they gladly exchange this 
for the comfort, cheapness and conven- 
ience on the state-owned railways of 
Germany. The outfit of the roads Is uni- 
formly good; the roadbeds and tracks 
make writing no difficult task on the 
cars, and where can one find so many 
roomy stayons on so elaborate and hand- 
some .a scale? 


One seldom tarns .up at. one's destina- 


tion behind time, and there Is not the 
gloom at parting with one's friends as 
our own country, for accidents ore almost 
unknown, despite the fact that German 
railroads carry a billion passengers every 
year. 


The cheapness of the passenger rates 


may be judged from the fact that there 
are fourth-class cars, In which the peas- 
antry travel at a cost of leas than a cent 
a mile. A sleeping-car 
compartment, 


with two berths, closed off by Itself, from 
Berlin to Frankfort, costs a trlftf over $2. 
In addition, there are liberal reductions 
for rounA trips, circular tours and work- 
ingmen's tickets. 


In 1871 Germany came Into possession 


of Its roads, and today practically />wns 
twenty-nine out of every thirty miles of 
railway, and the business Is made, to pay. 
Ownership began when that prince of 
financiers. Albert von Maybach, became 
a member of the Prussian ministry. He 
quietly went Into the stock market and 
bought the control of a railroad. 
By- 


slashing all rates and reaching out for 
business he brought the other roads to 
terms. .. . 
Today the government decreases the 


burden of taxation for the people by 8 
per cent of profit made on its roads. 
Everything Is under the supervision of 
the imperial railway department at Ber- 
lin, 
which harmonizes and co-ordinates 


the work of the roads and enforces uni- 
formity of method ana fairness of charges 
Just as our Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission might do If It had the power. 


Freight rates are 
probably a little 


higher than til our own country, but the 
classification Is very .simple, the ratea 
are the same to everybody and are rot 
changed arbitrarily or through favorit- 
ism. The railroads are so little a prob- 
lem to the German that when he hears 
of this country and of our effort to deal 
with traffic he Is at a toss to understand 
our difficulty.— Philadelphia Record.

TRAVEL IS CHEAP ON 


GERMAN RAILROADS 


Travelers in the Fatherland mles the 


•peed 
to 
which American trains are 


keyed up, but they gladly eichanse this 
for th« comfort, cheapness and conven- 
ience on the stato-owned railways ot 
Germany. The outfit of the roads Is uni- 
formly good; the roadbeds and tracks 
make writing no difficult task on the 
cars, and where can one find so many 
roomy stations on so elaborate and hand- 
some a scale? 


One seldom tarns up at one's destina- 


tion behind time, and there Is not the 
gloom at parting with one's frienda aa 
our own country, for accidents *n almost 
unknown, despite the fact that German 
railroads carry a billion passengers every 
year. 


The cheapness of the passenger rates 


may be judged from the fact that there 
are fourth-class cars, In which the peas- 
antry travel at a cost of less than a cent 
a mile. A sleeping-car 
compartment, 


with two bertha, closed off by-Itself, from 
Berlin to Frankfort, costs a trlflC"over |2. 
In addition, there are liberal reductions 
for roun4trip«. circular tours and work- 
Ingmen's tickets. 


In 1871 Germany came into possession 


of Its roads, and today practically ,o 
twenty-nine out of every thirty miles of 
railway, and the business is made to pay. 
Ownership began when that prince of 
financiers, Albert von Maybach, became 
a member of the Prussian ministry. He 
quietly went into the stock market and 
bought the control ot a railroad. 
By 


slashing all rates and reaching out for 
business he brought the other roads to 
terms. . 
Today the government decreases the 


burden of taxation for the people by 
per cent of profit made on its roads. 
Even-thing Is under the supervision of 
the Imperial railway department at Ber- 
lin, which harmonizes and co-ordinates 
the work of the roaos and enforces uni- 
formity of method anu fairness of charges 
Just as our Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission might do 11 It had the power. 


Freight rates 
are 
probably a little 


higher than In our own country, but the 
classification is very simple, the rates 
are the same to everybody and are not 
changed arbitrarily or through favorit- 
ism. The railroads are so. little a prob- 
lem to the German that when he hears 
of this country and o! our effort to deal 
with traffic he Is at a loss .to understand 
our difficulty.—Philadelphia Record.
